1 . The Examiner's previous Office Action made final on (5/26/05) is vacated. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 8-18 renumbered as claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Prior art of record fails to teach a method for billing services in a communication 
network, comprising: bridging at a service node within the network a first call made by a 
calling party with a second call established to a called party to create a bridged call; 
processing the bridged call in accordance with signaling information associated 
therewith to create a processed call; creating a billing module for the processed call that 
includes billing information associated therewith; and merging the processed call and 
billing module into a service switching point as recited in independent claims 2, 8, 12, 13 
and 16 (renumbered as claims 1, 2, 6, 7 and 10) and shown in figure 1 . 

Prior art of record (6,625,268) Wallenius teaches billing supplementary services 
in an intelligent network wherein the Service Control Point forms the call price 
information and the Service Switching Point is only used to report events to SCP verses 
using the Service Switching Point to merge billing information thereby allowing the 
Service Switching Point (i.e. service node) to use its resources to process other calls 
requiring services as recited in Applicants independent claims 2, 8, 12, 13 and 16 
renumbered as claims 1, 2, 6, 7 and 10 (see paper dated 11/17/04, starting at the 
bottom of page 6 and continuing to page 10). 
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Prior art of record (6,61 1 ,582) Book et al also teaches the SCP used for creating 
billing information and sends it to billing server (see abstract, col. 5 lines 30-43) so that 
SSP can be charged for their use of SCP queries verses using the Service Switching 
Point to merge billing information thereby allowing the Service Switching Point (i.e. 
service node) to use its resources to process other calls requiring services as recited in 
Applicants independent claims 2, 8, 12, 13 and 16 renumbered as claims 1, 2, 6, 7 and 
10 (see paper dated 1 1/17/04, starting at the bottom of page 6 and continuing to page 
10).
